FALSE FRIEND. ARRESTED. 


SAID TO HAVE PUT CARBOLIC 
ACID IN TAYLOR’S LIQUOR 
THREE WEEKS AGO. 


INSURANCE ON TAYLOR'S LIFE. 


The False Friend and Mrs. Taylor 
Charged Wita Plotting the 
Death to Get the 
Money. 


Five persons, who lived at 1505 Pine street, 
were poisoned last Monday. One is dé. 
The police have arrested Thomas Shackel- 
ford, Mary Long and Nettie Taylor. 

The dead man, the four other victims and 
the man alleged to have done the poisoning, 
are colored. 

George Taylor, a fre'ght handler, living 
at 24 Targes street. is the dead man, Sev. 
eral months ago he left his wife and got 
a room at 15 Pine street. In a few weeks 
he towk a woman there to live with him. 
She was not his wife. 

Among Taylor’s friends was Shackelford 


and when Taylor left hig: wife at 24 Targee 
street, Shackelford moved in and has since 


been living with Mrs. Taylor, the police | 


state. 

Shackelford was a frequent visitor to Tay- 
lor in the Pine street house. Last Mon- 
day he was there early. 

On the table in the room occupied by 
Taylor and the woman was a bucket of 
cold coffee. Shackelford took the coffee 
downstairs to Mrs. Mattie Jackson, who 
runs the house, and asked her to warm it 
up for Tayloy. 

Mrs. Jackson poured the _coffee into her 
own coffee pot, brought it to a boil and 
poured it back into the bucket Shackel- 
ford had brought, she says. Then she pro- 
ceeded to make coffee for. her own family, 
and neglected to rinse out thre pot she had 
used for Shackelford. 

Mattie Jackson drank the coffee, and so 
did Mary Jones, Mary -Harris and Mollie 
Adams, three young negro women living in 
the house. 

Shortly after drinking the coffee the four 
women became deathly ill. Mrs. Jackson 
drank more than any of the others. She 
was seized with violent cramps. Dr. John 
J. Ryan of 1410 Pine street was summoned, 
He used the pump and gave Mrs. Jackson 
emetics. He saved her life. 

The other women drank sparingly of the 
coffee, and in twenty-four hours they were 
all right. Dr. Ryan says the four women 
were poisoned by arsenic. 

When Shackelford took the bucket of 
coffee upstairs to Taylor the men drank it 
all. Shackelford refused to touch it, the 
police say, but pressed Taylor to drink. 
Immediately Taylor became ill. The woman 
dosed him with hot salt and water, but no 
physician was summoned. 

raylor drank the coffee, last Monday. He 
went to bed. The woman nursed him and 
Shackelford was a daily visitor. 

Wednesday Taylor became delirious. Fri- 
day morning he got out of bed and stag- 
gered to h's old home at 24 Targee street. 
I is wife admitted him, 

No sooner did he pass the threshold than 
he reeled and fell to the floor. Hle was put 
to bed, but in an hour he was dead, 

The police Knew nothing of the potson- 
ing until Saturday morning. The'!r tnves- 
tigation brought out the facts here stated. 

Mrs. Jackson told them of an attempt 
made to poison Taylor three weeks ago. 
Shackelford went to see him and the wom- 
an and took him a bottle of whisky, 
she said, Taylor and the woman took a 
drink. ‘The liquor was sharp and fiery. 
It biistered their lips and burned the skin 
from their mouths and tongues. 

faylor took the bottle, with its contents, 
to the druggist at Fourteenth and Pine. 
rhe drugeyst said there was carbolic acid 
in the liquor. Taylor never suspected his 
fr’end of trying to poison him, 

The police say Taylor was poisoned by 
Shackelford at the instigation of Mrs. Tay- 
lor. She had a policy on his life for $1,100 
in & Memphis insurance company and 
promptly made the payments on it. The 
last premium was paid a few days ago. 
It was for this insurance money, the police 
claim, the murder was done. 

Central District officers arrested Shackel- 
ford for the poisoning and Nettie Taylor, 
the victim's wife, and Mary Long, the 
woman with whom he lived on Pine street, 
and who refused to drink the coffee, are 
held as accomplices. 

Taylor’s funeral was to have been Sat- 
urday morning, but it is postponed. A post- 
mortem on the body will be made by the

Martin Thorn is just a man, with vices and virtues like any other, and with the love of life just as strong within him 
as in any of those who say he sinned because he loved an unworthy woman: loved and trusted and shielded her until he was 
in the very shadow of the electric chair; loved her until she swore away his existence to save her own, to save herself from 
the consequences of her own act—the killing of the man whom she said she feared because of his knowledge of other crimes.

Elsner of Jefferson City by the Grand-jury 
of Cole County, on a charge of attempted 
bribery, has created surprise in this city

lature and was considered a Republican 
Jeader in the House, his aggressiveness 
gaining for him the title of “Fire Alarm 
Flanigan.” Since his retirement from off'ce 
he has passed every session at Jefferson 
City and was considered an attorney em- 
ployed by special interests to look after 
legislation.

It appears from the depositions that N. 
Diederick of Belleville, manufacturer of 
steam heating apparatus, had a contract 
with the old School Board to furnish the 
board with certain heating outfits at 6 
cents a pound, which it had been shown 
could be secured elsewhere for 2\4 cents. 

While the Civic Federation bill was pend- 
ing the first time in the House, Diederick 
made his appearance in Jefferson City. A 
few days later Diederick and Flanigan de- 
»0sited with Ben Veith, proprietor of the 
Madison House, an envelope containing 
$2,700 in $100 bills. Across the envelope was 
endorsed this memoranda: 

‘‘In the event the Civic Fedefation bill {s 
either defeated or vetoed by the Governor 
after its passage, Vieth as stakeholder is 
authorized to turn this money over to 
Flanigan.” 


Later, according to the depositions, Flani- | 


gan went to Kim Winston, private secre- 
tary of Gov. Stone, and to Adolph W. Els- 
ner and offered them $1,200 to make way 
with the bill, but both of them promptly 
declined the proposition. 

Then it was shown that Attorney Booth 
of Carthage, law partner of Flanigan, ap- 
proached Walter Mabry, assisf{ant secre- 
tary of the Senate, with an offer of $500 if 
he would either purioin the bill or put it 
where it could -be stolen by others. This 


proposition was also declined with thanks. |

It has become known recently that the 
Grand-jury had the names of witnesses who 
would testify to the corrupt use of money 
in connection with the passage or defeat 
of other measures pending in the General 
Assembly, but the adjournment of that 
body without making any return has quieted 
the apprehensions of quite a number who 
“wou.,d not care to figure in the public 
prints.” 


A telegram from Jefferson City to the 
Post-Dispatch rons morning, states 
that both the indictments against Flanni- 
gan and Elsner were based on the testi- 
mony of Silas Carr to the Grand-jury, who 
testified that Elsner, acting for Flannigan, 
offered him $709 to make way with the Civic 
}ederation bill, but that he refused, From 
the testimony, it is alleged Elsner was to 
receive $1,000 from Flanigan, and would re- 
tain the $300 difference. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent at Jefferson City, Mo., Mr. 
Eisner said: 

“T was a friend of the Civic Federation 
bill, and warned Carr to look out for Flani- 
gan, because he was after the bill and would 
Kive $750 to get it destroyed.

appropriation and put a time-limit on the 
junket before the junket begins: It will 
save a whole lot of trouble after it is 
over. I shall certainly require an itemized 
account of daily expenses from each mem- 
ber. They can’t make that out in advance 
and .if they take their own money and 
expect to be re®nbursed on their return 
some serious questions may arise. 

“It is not for me to say whether the com- 
mission shall go or how much it. shall 
spend, but if the Assembly doés not know 
it can easily ascertain from the Comptrol- 
ler whether there is any money for guch a 
purpose. I know of no such fund.” 

Comptroller Sturgeon said: “It is not my 
province to criticize the action of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. It occurs to me, how- 
ever, that the expenses for the junket 
should be appropriated before it starts. We 
have no funds for junketing purposes. The 
money will have to be lopped off of some 
other fund or revenues to be raised.

Women clad in furs and rich garments, 
the'r escorts wearing warm overcoats, were 
passing into the theater. Few stopped for 
even a second glance. 

Occasionally a charitable man would 
throw a smal! coin at the forlorn ones, but 
most of the pleasure seekers hurried by. 
At last a- woman stopped and questioned 
them. She was Miss Margaret Bradford, 
member of the Woman's Humane Society. 
She called Speciai. Officer Joseph S. Dun- 
woody, who took the young beggars to the 
Four Courts, where they were placed in 
charge of Matron G‘Ibert. 

The children gave their names as Walter 
Love and Corinne Wade. They only knew 
they lived on Franklin avenue. The little 
gir] thought it was the corner of Pine and 
Franklin. The boy said it was near the 
alley. 

When they did not go home their paren's 
knew where to look for them, and they went 
to the Four Courts. They were not allowed 
to take the youngsters home pending an in- 
vestigation, . : 

Early contact with the big world has 
sharpened the wits of the little ones, and 
they are wise beyond their years. 
Corinne’s s{ory was that her father 
worked at a photograph gallery in the city, 
but did not live in town. Then she said ne 
had “‘runned away,’ and did not live in St. 
I.ouis. Then she said he lived with his broth- 
er in St. Louis. She said hef mother sold 
brovums with Walter’s father, and both fam- 
ilies lived in two rooms together. She had 
two brothers, Charles and Willie, and a sis- 
ter, Nallie, all of whom sold papers on the 
streets. She did not know how long she 
and Walter had been selling papers and 
begging. They always went together. 
Walter said he had a brother Tom who 
sold brooms sometimes, and three sisters, 
Netiie, Mag and Jessie. He volunteered the 
information that Jessie was a “tough ‘un” 
and added solemnly, as though it was some- 
thing awful: ‘She b’longs ter de Mission 
—de Franklin Avenue Mission.’’ He thought 
she was ‘tough,’’ because gshe “sassed 
mamma, an’ hit her.’’ 

The children stand close together. When 
one answers a question the other chips in 
a word of corroboration, or catches the 
other’s eye meaningly as though seeking 
confirmation. Each is as familiar with the 
family affairs of the other as with his or her 
own. 

Their clothing is old and ragged. The 
girl's ekirt is worn and thin. The boy wears 
an overcoat which fits him quite too much, 
But they have healthy faces and decently 
clothed they would not be ill looking. 

The addresses given at the Police Station 
by the parents were Twelfth and Franklin, 
and Fourteenth and Franklin.

ILLS QUEERLY 


Death Claims Ernst Egges- 
lecker as He Sleeps. 


DRANK WATER WITH EASE. 


AN ATTENDANT AT THE PA- 
TIENT’S BEDSIDE DOZED 
WHEN THE END CAME. 


PHYSICIANS ARE PUZZLED. 


Eggesiecker Was Bitten on His Farm 
in Ascalon, and Was for 
a Time a Raving 
Maniac. 


The death of Ernst Eggesiecker from hy- 
drophohbia at the Baptist Sanitarium, Tay- 
lor and Bell avenues, was in direct contra- 
diction to the popular impression that death 
by hydrophobia its always attended with 
the most horrible sufferings. 

Eggesiecker was an old man. His ner- 
vous system was not in vigorous condition. 
Yet his death was as peaceful as that of 
one asphyxiated in sleep. 

He drank water freely and was at no 
time violent. There was none of the tra- 
ditional frothing at the mouth, the doctors 
Say, and he did not rave, bark and try to 
bite his nurse. There was only one at- 
tendant by his bedside, instead of the 
customary half a dozen, and the single 
watcher d.d not know old man Eggesiecker 
wae dead for an hour after life had taken 

ight. 

“The cage was not under my direct super- 
Vision,”’ said Dr. Welch. “It was.Dr. Frys 
case, but I saw enough of it to know that 
Mr. Eggesiecker was .n no pain when death 
came. Yes, we administered morphine, but 
in small quantities, and then only at long 
intervals. The patient was perfectly ration- 
al, recognized his family and talked to 
them, The only evidence of hydrophobia 
were a few random words, which he wouid 
utter in h's sleep, but he was not one 
quarter as delirious as many a fever pa- 
tient we have had. ’ 

“We kept a nurse by his bed more for 
company than anything else, to talk to the 
patient and prevent him from brooding over 
his condition and becoming nervous, At 
10:30 o’clock at night the nurse gave Mr. 
Eggsiecker one-fourth of a grain of mor- 
phine. The patent went to a 2 and soon 
after the attendant dozed off. uring the 
doze Eggesiecker died. 
A doctor was called. He saw that Mr. 
Eggesiecker had been dead for some time. 
He passed away in his sleep. 

‘“T am sure hia death was painless; there 
was no swelling in the hand where he was 
bitten,”’ the doctor said. 

Mr. Eggesiecker was about 65 years old, 
and the head of a large family. He was 
taken sick two weeks ago at his home in 
Ascalon, St. Louis County, and a physician 
pronounced his symptoms those of hydro- 
phobia. The sick man grew rapidly worse, 
and last Monday he was removed to St. 
Louis for treatment at the Sanitarium. 

The fatal wound to the old farmer was 
inflicted some time during the middle of 
September. One evening he heard a loud 
commotion fn his pig pen. He found a 
strange dog attacking his pigs. Mr. Egge- 
siecker attempted to drive the dog away, 
but the brute turned upon him and bit 
him in the fleshy part of the left hand. 
The farmer fought the vicious dog and 
succeeded in driving him off the panes, after 
killing a hog which had also been bitten 
by the dog. 

Mr. Eggesiccker had his wound cauterized 
by a country physician. He paid no farther 
attention to the matter until taken ill two 
weeks ago. 


GOLD $2.06 TO THE TON 


Assayer Guy Bryan Laughs at Mis- 
souri’s ‘*Kicndike.”’ 


Guy Brown, government assayist at St. 
Louis, doeos not corroborate reports of gold 
in paying quantities found near Wentworth, 
Mo. 

According to the published report, one per- 
son, whose identity is concealed, found some 
ore “‘in this place’’ which assayed $41.50 to 
the ton. Joseph de Roy found ore on his 
farm which he satd assayed $20.61. 

“T made both tests,’’ said Mr. Bryan. ‘“The 
first was made last summer. The gentle- 
man for whom I made the assay did not 
want his name given, and I must respect 
his wishes. The ore assayed $1.50 to the 
ton, but he could find no more specimens 
that rich. 

“Three or four weeks ago Joseph De Roy 
had me test some ore for him. It assayed 
$2.06 to the ton. The published figures are 
either a misprint or were given for the pur- 
pose of misleading. The De Roy ore is pfrac- 
tically valueless for mining, as ore can be 
found in many places that contains that 
much gold, and more.”

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Question as to His Commission on 
School Board Taxes. 


Mayor Ziegenhein and the new School 
Board have gotten themselves into a tan- 
gle over the subject of the commissions 
due Mr. Ziegenhein as Collector for col- 
lecting the money which goes to the school 
fund. 

In all collections made by him and turned 
over to the School Board Collector Ziegen- 
hein charged a straight uniform commis- 
sion of 8 per cent. It was a case of plain 
arithmetic and had become the custom of 
the board. 

The new board figures matters differenty 
and claims that Mr. Zicgenhein, as Col- 
lector, owes them several thousand doilars 
in money he has withheld as commissions. 

The board and the Mayor,.as ex-Collector, 
have filed an agreed statement of facts with 
Judge Talty. They have alsg set forth the 
views of the contending parties. 

The School Board claim that the Collector 
is allowed 14% per cent om all up.to 80 per 
cent of the money coliected, 1 per cent from 
80 to % per cent of the money collected and 
2 per cent on the remainder. 

By this system of computation the ex- 
Coliector, it is claimed, owes the School 
Board on merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
taxes $11,375.56. This ts upon all collectigns 
made during Ziegenhein’s term. He bars 
all collections made previous to March 5. 
1894, on the ground of thé statutes of jimi. 
tation. According to the sliding scale of 
the School Board, admitting those previous 
to 18% are barred, they claim he still owes 
$7,730.33.

THE SPANISH FARCE. 

Mr. Arthur E. Houghton, the special 
Madrid correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch, gave warning of the farcical na- 
ture of the Spanish concession of autono- 
my to. Cuba. His warning is vindicated 
by the outline of the plan of autonomy 
supplied the public by the official organ 
of the Spanish Government. 

The Governor General, nominated by 
Spain, is to have supreme authority and 
a veto power equal to that of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Of the two 
lewislative chambers, the upper, to be 
known as the Council of Adrainistration, 
is to be composed of thirty-five mem- 
bers, of whom cighteen are to be elected 
and seventeen nominated by the home 
Government. 

Jt will be seen at a glance that this 
echeme is a palpable fraud. The Govern- 
ment will absolutely control seventeen 
out of thirty-five members of the Council. 
It will need only one of the elected mem- 
bers to have a majority for the control 
of legislation. But if it fails to get a 
fingle elected member, the veto of the 
Governor General will stop legislation ad- 
verse to Spenish interests. 

It is incredible that President McKin- 
ley would be duped into accepting such 
ascheme as an honest plan of autonomy. 
Cuban reform is impossible to Spain un- 
der present conditions. The Government 
is the creature of a clique of nobles and 
monopolists who Iive on the’ spoils of 
the colonies,

Judge Adams released a prisoner ace 
cused of using the malls with intent to 
defraud on the ground that the law was 
designed to protect persons of average 
intelligence and not to protect insane 
men or idiots. In substance, Judge Ad- 
ams decided that if the scheme of fraud 
is so palpable that none but persons of 
low intelligence would be duped by it, 
the rascal who devised it is guilty of no 
offense. 

Not only does this open 4 new field 
of investigation for courts in determining 
the standard of intelligence, the duping 
of which renders fraud a crime, but it 
establishes a new theory of law and jus- 
tice. The crime is no longer defined by 
the intent to defraud, but by the skill 
with which the fraudulent scheme is de- 
vised and the intelligence of the victim. 
Under Judge Adams’ ruling the villain 
who selects as victims the weaklings of 
society and uses therefor crude fraudu- 
lent schemes commits no crime, and can 
use the mails for purposes of fraud with 
impunity. 

In short, according to the learned 
Judge, the object of the law is not to 
protect the weak, but to protect the 
strong. :

DISPENSARY CASE DOCKETED. 


South Carolina’s Appeal From Judge 
Simonton’s Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The appeal of 
the State authorities of South Carolina from 
the dec‘sion of Judge Sjardiiten in the case 
of the Vandercook Co.'s complaint of the 
enforcement of the dispensary law has 
been docketed in the United States Supreme 
Court. The representatives of both sides 
to the controversy have agreed upon & 
motion to advance the case upon the docket, 
which motion probably w:ll be made in the 
court on Monday. In this case the principa: 
point at ¢ssue is the effect of the congree- 
sional amendments to the federal act regu- 
lating interstate traffic in spirits. These 
amendments were incorporated in the law 
at Senator Tillman’s instance after the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court hous the 
State law to be antagon’stic to this federal 
Statute, but Judge Simonton in the present 
case held that the amendments did not re- 
move the friction and that the enforcement 
of the dispensary law by taking possession 
of goods shipped into the State from the 
outside, as in the case of the Vandercook 
shipment, was a violation of the rght of 
interstate commerce.
